Paris, May 13.—“ Mr. Kean made his first appearance before a 
Parisian audience, last night, in the character of Rickard the Third. 
At an early hour every part of the ‘Theatre was crowded by an audi- 
ence composed as nearly as one could calculate of four-fifths French, 
most of whom had boeks of the Tragedy printed in the two languages. 
The early part of the play, in which Mr. Younger, from the Hay- 
market Theatre, contrived to murder King Henry before his time, 
was patiently and indulgently listened to ; and the silence and decoram 
of the audienee contrasted powerfully with the indifference which in 
England is manifested towards all the subordinate parts of a perform- 
ance. The entrance of Kean was marked by a geneial burst of applause. 
during which one could occasionally hear exclamations of “ Dieu gu’il 
est petit.”’ When it had subsided, and Mr. Kean had thrice inclined 
his head, in acknowledgement of the grecting, the most profound at- 
tention was paid to his acting. 
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“ The impression produced by the peculiar sound of his voice, re- 
minded me, for the moment, of that which followed the first tones of 
Velluti on his appearance in London—not that those of Kean and Vel- 
lati at all resemble, but in each there is something uncommon—at first 
almost unearthly. ‘Che harsh grating tones of Kean came upon the 
ear strangely, but the impression is momentary.—Never was genius 
more triumphant than on the present occasion.—Never was talent 
more admirably displayed, or success more honourably merited. It 
seemed as if the energies both of mind and body had been reserved 
for this effort. The tragedian trod the ground with dignity and strength. 
There was no tottering of the Jimbs ;—no quivering of the voice ;— 
no failure in the eye; it was health—vigorous health, and mentally or 
physically it was difficult to say which predominated. Yet, with all 
this, I fear that Mr Kean cannot be said to have captivated a French 
audience. Much of his acting was cariare to the multitude. They 
had admired Macready—and the schools of Kean and Macready are 
essential y different. Mr. Sheridan Knowles is, with the French, as 
great an author, judging from his Virginius, as Macready is‘a great 
actor, judging from his performance of the principal character.—Per- 
haps Kichard the Third is too parely English for a French audience. 
The killing, and re-killings—the tolling of the funeral bell, and the 
exhibition of a coffin on the stage, are fearful innovations upon Freuch 
ideas of a a propriety.’’
